Prof. J. W. Robertson, commissioner 
of agriculture and dairying, addresse¢ 
a meeting of the shareholders and 
patrons of ‘the Olds creamery in Log- 
an’s HaJl on Tuesday last. Owing ta the 
short time at his:disposai he dealt very 
briefly with a number of the most im- 
portant auestions ro the farmers of 
Alberta, ‘ 

He expressed his entire satisfaction 
with; the growth of the creamery bus- 
iness in Alberta! and of the business of 
the Olds creamery for the year. He 
stated that the quantity of butter made 
from cream delivered at ihe creamery 


here and from that shipped from here 
before the creamery was started was 
about, 17,500 pounds, 


In dealing with the question of 
delays in making a settlemen't afiter 
the close of the season’s business, he 
stated that as the bulk of the butter 
was made during 4 or 5 months, it was 
necessary to hold large quantities un- 
til) winter when the supply was limit- 
ed. Whereas if they sold the butter 
as it was made they would get 16 or 
161-2 cents per lb. tor what they are 
now able to get zl and 211-2c. He 
informed the patrons that on his re- 
turn to Ottawa he would make a set- 
tlemeat on the basis af 20 cents per 
pouni for butter supplied during the 
Summer season and the balance over 
and above the 20 cents per pound would 
be paid with the first cheque for the 
next season, In dealing with the 
question of eggs and poultry he stat- 
ed that while Alberta creamery but- 
ter commanded the very highest price, 
Alberta eggs were not in demand as 
the quality was not up to the stand- 
ard. He referred to an instance that 
occurred at Nelson, of two carloads of 
eggs having been dumeed into the lake 
and one shipped to Montreal, The 
mineris a man willing ta fay good 
prices for goods of A 1 quality but to 
whom you cannot dispose of inferior 
goads at any rice. 

Inlorder ta build up a reputation in 
eggs such as Alberta butter now ‘has 
he intends establishing egg collecting 
routes in connection with some cream- 
eries to be carried on along with the 
regular Creamerv :Outes and by a pi Gp- 
ed storage system and making regular 
weekly shipments he hopes to establish 
as satisfactory an egg business as the 
creamery business had proven to be. 

He pointed cut that there was a good 
demand for poultry in the Keotenay 
and expressed the opinion that the egg 
and poultry industry should become 
quite as important an industry as the 
creamery business in this country. 

In touching on the question) of stock 
he said that hog raising was a subject 
that should receive greater attention 
at the hands of the farmers. He pojint- 
edi out that one of tha first and most 
important principles was to have clean 
dry, warm quarters but from observa- 
tion he had come to the conclusion 
this was about the last thing most 
farmers thought ajbout. 

He stated that the department was 
always eager to be able to in some 
way advance or assist this country and 
that they were going to conduct a 
number of sales of pure bred stock 
during the coming winter and were 
also making arrangements for shipping 
in carloads so that those wishing to 
secure animals for improving their 
stod:k, would be able to do sq at a rea- 
sonable cost. They were also sending 
er on poultry and egg production ta 
out ani exipert on ‘live stock and anoth- 
meetings during the winter and that 
ati these meetings they ‘would be able 
tq give the people full particulars re- 
garding the sales of live stock ship- 
piag arrangements. 

He expressed the desire that these 
meetings be well attended and that 
these qnestiolas be given more atten- 
tida; by the farmers in the future. 

It was the intention when calling 
the meeting that the creamery associa- 
tion would complete their organization 
and that the cammissioner would then 
campiete arrangements with them for 
the government aperation of the 
creamery here, but he found his time 
was too limited to attempt this and he 
: would Jeave the matter with Mr. C. 

Marker, superintendent of creameries, 
but he assured them that the depart- 
meat would be glad to make ar: ange- 
ments with the association here <n the 
same terms as those entered, into with 
the other creameries in the west, 

In answer 10 a question by the chair- 
man, Dr. A. M. Kay, regarding the 
best. breeds of cattle for this country, 
Prof. Robertson said that he consider- 
eda good milking strain of Shorthorns 
or a good large type of Ayrshires, the 
best adap'ted to the production of both 
milk and beef. 

The train arrived and Prof. Robert- 
soa’s remarks were brought to a 
conclusion, He expressed his regret 
at having been so limited for time.

that country is about to begin, Godd 
reports continue to be received from 
Australia and India.

What “best semples” 
means, ,|however, varies considerably, 
and does not average better jhan 2 
hard. Buyers were trying to get No. 
3 hard, which comprises a large part 
of the grain offering, down to 53 to 
54c, bit higher than this has been 
paid, There is lots of trouble about 
grades, and dealers find that inspec- 


tion returns frequently give ,. them 
lower grades than their country pur- 
chases ca! for. 

Searcely anything doing in barley. 
Very few cars offered and quoted at 34 
to 36c for feed grades, A few. cars 
only of malting barley have been in 
this season to date, tor which from 
35 'ta 40c has: been paid, 

Receipts of oats have been larger, 
but the average quality continues 
poor. Very few oats grade better 
than “feed.” In fact this is ahout 
tha best. Prices range from $3 to 35c 
for best samples and damp and light 
range from 30c up fot Carlots on track 
here. The report in country papers 
that 100,000 bushels of oats had been 
browghit jn from Ontario, is>somewhat 
misleading. In fact there were prac- 
tically no oats brought in here. A 
quentity of oats were wanted! for. rail- 
way contractors ani for other points 
ia Northwestern Ontario, and it was

Pretoria, Nov. 26. 
Balmoral. 


A foree of Boers attacked Balmoral 
yesterday. Col. Backhouse, with four 
companies of the Buffs and one howit 
zer.defended the place. The Boer plan 
was to take four commandves and 
make a simultaneous attack on all 
sides. Fortunetely for the British 
only three commandees arrived in time 
ta take part in the attack. The fight- 
ing was severe. ‘The howitzer did 
splendid work. The British lost six 
men killed and nine) wounded. Thirty 
of ithe Buffs were captured, but they 
were subsequently released. The Boers 
lost heavily. They sent out two burial 
parties after the fighting. The British 
took a number of grisoners and 
brought in many wounded, several of 
whom subsequently, died,

Simultaneously wifh “this attack a 
cominando of 600 Boers wita one gun, 
attacked, '‘Wilger river, which was held 
by two comranies of the Royal Fusil- 
iers. The fighting lasted for eight 
hours. ‘Ultimately the Boers retired 
with considerable loss.

The garrison at 
Bronkpoorst Spruit sent two guns to 
relieve the Fusiliers. As the men re- 
tired a shell was filaced among the 
Boers On a koje, killing or wounding 
thirteen of them.

enemy fought at close quarters with 
the utmost determination, Al] the 
garrisous have been strongly rein- 
forced. The rplaces attacked are all 
within a short distance of each other 
on the railway to the east of Pretoria.

Of course there 
is more than one buyer in town ad 
tthe prices of ali are pretty much the 
seme, but it is a simple matter 101 
ghem to arrange. The fact &- there ia 
no competition amongst them. Naw 
it is for the farmers in the district 
to endeavor to compel comipetitioa 
amongst them. . Who have the arti 
cle to sell, and little enough ol th it, 
fold 1 don’t believa we will be able to 
supply all demands before next h ir- 
vest, The article is in demand, and 
still you all know what we are gxt- 
ting for it. The fact is we are being ti*- 
en advantuge of, because most of us 
are forced to sell just now owing to 
notes to meet.

From that (point 
Messrs.. Fairchild and Lofthouse with 


party of the canoemen were sent on to 
complete the survey «f Aberdeen, 
Schultz and Baker lakes, partially sur- 
veyed, in 1893, and to re-survey Ches t 
terfield Inlet. This work was rom- 
pleted; in good time. The party reach- 

e# Hudson’s Bay on July 31st, and re- 
turned to Artillery lake on Sept. 5th. 

Mr. Tyrrell and two canoemen re- 
turned up the river intending jo ex- 
plore it to its head which he suppos- 
ed to be in the vicinity of the eastern 
end of Lake Athabasca. But aboui 
150 miles above where he had first en- 
tere Lit by the mouth of Hanbury river 
it became {td difficult for further canoe 
inavigation, He returned down the 


river 75 miles to the mouth of a west 
branch, up which he went hoping to 
fiad a new route across the divide to 
Artillery lake. But efter ascending 
about 20 miles he found that it also 
became unsuitable for canoe naviga- 


tion. Sending the canoes back Mr. 
Tyrrell started across country to Ar- 
tillery lake to make the exploration 
on foot. The direct distance was about 
85 miles and the time expected to be 
occupied about six +days. But the 
weather which had been very fine up 
td ‘that time turned very bad, making 
travelling difficult, and owing to the 
hroken nature of the country the dis- 


tance actually travelled was about 
165 miles, and the time occupied 16 
days. Muskegs were ankle and knee 


deep with water, rivers were swollen 
and rain or snowi fell every day. As 
ther ‘e was no wood there was no means 
o} getting dry or warm, and the only 
bedding and shelter was half a blan- 
ket. For food Mr. Tyrrel] depended on 
the country. He carried < rifle and ‘as 
deer were numerous he was never hun- 
gry. He cooked the meal with fires 
of moss and heather, After a terri- 
ble trip he reached, the cache left at 
the party’s spring tamp on Artillery 
lake on August 29th. He was joined 
by the rest of the party on Sept. 
ath, and reached Fort Reliance on Sept. 
18th. There the littie steamer Argo 
from Fort. Resolution met the party 
od Sept. 15th. On the way to Resolu- 
tion, the steamer was driven ashore 
on Stoney Island during a storm and 
badly damaged. Three days delay were 
obcasioned by the necessary repairs, 
and subsequent brogress was slow, In 
ronsequence Fort Smith was reached 
tem days Jater than had been calonlat- 
edon. Had it nit been for the accident 
ta the Argo the party would have been 
able to get out on open w; ater, 

From Smith they took canoes to 
Chipewyau, reaching there on Oct, 10th. 
The weather was still fine, but as it 
was impossible to reach the Landing 
before the river froze it was decided 
to remain until the river froze and 
travel with dogs became yossible. They 
left Chipewyan with dogs on October 
29th, and reached Lac la Biche on Noy 
29th. The total distanre travelled 
from and to Edmonton was about 5, 000, 
and on the last day's travel to Lan la 
Biche ‘Mr, Tyrreli made 75 miles in 20 
hours, with dogs.
